e Crown-Zellerbach Trail (1.3 miles)
e Trtek Trailhead (0.7 acres)

e Veterans Park (14 acres)

What ideas do you have for undeveloped parks?
Undeveloped park properties include:

e Bella Vista (71 acres)

e Chapman Landing (16 acres)

e Commerce Drive Park (14.1 acres)
e Grabhorn Park (9.5 acres)

The ongoing efforts to update the conceptual plan
for the Grabhorn property will be closely tied to this
process and will help inform the final outcome.
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The planning work consists of five phases, from the
Summer of 2022 through the Summer of 2023.

The project team are working to develop specific site
recommendations, a capital improvement plan, and a vision
and goal framework that will form the basis of the plan.
